Editorial Correspondence. 


Auburn, the shire town of Placer 
county, is one of the old, staid, quiet 
towns of thé mountains. It is pleasant- 
ly situated, and consists largely of well- 
built and well-ornamented family resi- 
dences. The extensive surface mining 
of the whole region has been exhausted, 
and all enterprise of this nature is con- 
fined to quartz, three miles below, at a 
locality called Ophir, where four or five 
claims are developing finely, and pros- 
pects are fair for rich returns upon dif- 
ferent ledges. Auburn is adjoining the 
railroad, with a depot near a half mile 
from its center. The town is at just the 
right elevation for pleasant hill and 
forest scenery, healthfulness of climate, 
and rich fruit and grain productions. 
It has a good, two-story school building 
and neat Methodist church. The place 
has never been characterized by a large 
proportion of church-going people, as 
the Methodist, besides the Roman, has 
ever been the only religious organization 
in the town. 

Newcastle is the next village upon 
the railroad southwest, not a large place, 
without church or even Sabbath-school. 
It is worthy of mention for the fine berry 
and fruit field of Mr. Silva. Moderate 
hills, if water forirrigation can be got 
upon them, are found much more free 
from frost. Thus Mr. Silva, from his 
open field. of strawberries, has. picked 
and sold berries for full ten months in the 
year. The same can be done all through 
the foot-hills of our mountains, but the 
conveniences of the market are vastly 
better near the railroad. 

The next depot below is Penryn, 
mostly noted for the excellent granite 
quarry of Mr, Griffith. This quarry 
yields the purest, most uniform, and 
most enduring rock yet worked on this 
coast. Large amounts of granite are 
here got out and dressed for all pur- 
poses. The face of the vast rock.into 
which the works have been progressing, 
is now about sixty-five feet perpendicu- 
lar. From this had been thrown off one 
vast solid slab, about twenty-six feet 
thick : an immense block, the largest we 
ever saw or read of, as effected by man. 
Its weight, as guessed.at, would be 
about ten thousand tons, enough to re- 
quire a team of yoke cattle to move it, 
at a ton a yoke, nearly twenty miles long, | 
with one thousand drivers brandishing 
whips and shouting with all their might, 
“gee; haw; get up; pull you dogs, Line, 
Star, and Bright.” To work this one 
block into all desirable shapes, in an- 
swer to orders, will give employment to 
Seventy-five men over a year. 

Below Penryn some seven miles, is

This has been the place of a large 


out-of Sacramento ballt along the rorte. 
By accident, the shingled . roof of. this 
house took fire last fall, and quickly, all 
except the stone walls were consumed, 
entailing heavy loss on the company. 
The building is being rapidly restored 
again, but with zinc roof. The village 
has one good school house, and a neat, 
small Congregational church building 
with parsonage ; the fifth or sixth only 
in the whole state. Every Congrega- 
tional church needs a parsonage, and 
more especial attention should be direct- 
ed to securing such a home for ministers. 
Four miles still below is Roseville, or 
the Junction, a small, pleasant village, 
where the great Oregon railroad joins 
the Pacific. A neat school house is their 
only public building, in which also, reli- 
gious services are often held. 
Fourteen miles north on the Oregon 
road, is the town of Lincoln, which once 
was a flourishing place, while being the 
terminus of the road in that direction. 
Since that it has been a good way-sta- 
tion village, with fair school house, and 
one fine brick Congregational church. 
But of late there has occurred a new 
development of wealth in the very vil- 
lage itself, and the region around. It 
is found that the town stands over an 
immense deposit of lignite coal, only 
sixty feet below the surface, of proba- 
bly great value. The stratum of coal 
where now opened is from six to eight 
feet thick, very uniform in quality, good 
for the grate, and superior for gas. 
This coal had been known toa few 
residents in the vicinity for years, but 
on trial it was found worthless for the 
use of blacksmiths in the forging of 
iron, and hence was thought to be 
worthless for every other purpose. But 
now it is proving to be an excellent 
quality of fuel for every purpose except 
that of hlacksmiths, and is thus a dis. 
covery of great value to the place and 
the country at large. Directly on the 
railroad it is found possible to put this 
coal into market at the low price of 
four dollars a ton, though selling now 
at seven, and thus, evidently, it is to 
prove a rich possession to its owners. 
It burns with a clear blaze, and slow 
consumption, leaving but little ashes, 
and seems to have no sensible amount of 
sulphur in its composition. Its appear- 
ance is that of compact, dark, rotten 
wood, tending to crumble on expusure 
to air. 


The development of this source of: 
wealth is due to Col. Wilson, the’ first 
successful railroad projector on the’ Pa- 
cific coast. With great energy he com- 
menced in 1855 the Sacramento Valley 
Railroad, and the next year completed 
it from the Capital to Folsom, in the 
foot hills. From there afterward it 
turned north, up the valley to this place, 
and we believe some ‘distance further. 
Finally, the rising greatness of the con- 
tinental road, over the mountains and 
the plains, from ocean to ocean, natur- 


ally cast this road into the shade ; till at 


length, merged in that, it has received a 
new impetus, and has been carried north , 
up the Sacramento valley’ nearly two | 
hundred miles towards Oregon. 

Thus Lincoln is a way-station village, 
but in the development of its coal in- 
terests we judge it is to hecome a large 
town. This same coal has been dis- 
covered extending north and south. 
Indeed, the yery same material, only not 
of quite so good a quality, is got out in 
Ione Valley, some sixty miles to the 
south. Six miles to the north in this 
valley, a farmer told us that in sinking 
his deep well a few years since, he came 
upon this same coal, and dug four feet 
into it, but supposed it worthless. . Find- 
ing it good to hold the water found just 
above it, and without giving the water 
any bad taste, he stopped sinking his 
well any Reoper, and stoned it up, leav- 
ing the seam of coal undetermined: in 
thickness at this place.

4 For May 34. The Five 0 Offerings.’* 

The five offerings referred to in our 
lessor are, Ist, The burnt offering, which 
described as to its externalities, was gen- 
erally animal, and consumed on the 
altar; and characterized as to its inner 
significance, was in general a worship 
offering, teaching that everything comes 
from God and should be rendered back 
to him. Self-dedicatory offerings they 
might very properly be called, (prior 
to the Mosaic epoch these were the only 
kinds of sacrifices offered up: thank and 
sin offerings being both included under 
the general name of burnt offerings.) 

2d. Meat offerings, or votive and 
thank offerings, rendered as a token of 
gratitude and always unbloody (eucha- 
ristic they are sometimes called). 

8d. Peace offerings, which were in all 
things like meat offerings, save that they 
were bloody. 

4th. Sin offerings, which were presented 
whenever wrong had been committed, 
to secure forgiveness, the sin offering 
being employed, as is supposed, when- 
ever the wrong done was comparatively 
light or trivial. And, 

5th. Trespass which wete 
simply sin offerings employed in those 
cases where the wrong done was heavy 
and grievous, As we see at a glance, 
therefore, meat and peace offerings 
should be classed together as betoken- 
ing in general gratitude, and sin and 
trespass offerings classed together as in 
general betokening sorrow for wrong 
doing ; so that the only classification of 
the various specialties and elaborations 
of the Jewish sacrificial system, which 
rests on the moral principle underlying 
it, is three-fold, viz: 1st. Burnt wor- 
ship or petitionary offerings ( dedicatory). 
2d. Meat, peace or thank offerings 
(eucharistic), 3d. Sin or trespass offer. 
ings, (expiatory ). 

It will naturally be quite a serious 


question with many Sunday-school teach- - 


ers, how to treat this lesson so as to 
make it interesting and practical to the 
ordinary class. The following observa. 
tions wlll perhaps suggest a partial 
answer to the above. Dwell at the out- 
set on the externalities of the ancient 
sacrificial system. Shew bread, fine 
flour, wine, oil, salt, incense, lamb, kid, 


heifer, blood, altar, priest, morning and. 


evening sacrifice, unleavened bread, 
scapegoat, turtle-dove, and temple—all 
these concrete things may be more or 
less enlarged and dwelt on. 


The great principle underlying all 
sacrificial systems is the giving up-of in- 
ferior good for the sake of ' superior. 
‘Why does a boy give up ‘his play for 
the sake of his studies? Because, 


though play-ie-a good thing, yet the dis-ff 


cipline-which comes of study is so much 


ger on a sinking ship cast aside his gold 
to save his life?’ Because life'itself is 
much.more valuable than the materials 
which constitute its setting or~back- 
ground. So the Israelites were taught 
to give up their oxen and sheep, their

While the Jewish sacrificial system ‘ 


will, in general, teach us the great les- 
son of giving ourselves and our all to 
God, the three principal classes of offer- 
ings into which its apparent mazes re- 
solve themselves, the burnt, the peace, 
and sin offering, will inevitably suggest 
the three grand elements of heart-reli- 
gion as exercised towards God, viz.: 
reverence, gratitude,and penitence. The 
Sunday-school teacher who has an eye 
to the practical, may not improperly 
take up most of the time of the lesson 
with explaining and illustrating these 
qualities. 


The Brooklyn Council, 


Eprrors Pacrric.—The possession of 
a complimentary ticket gave me a seat 
among the members of the recent Coun- 
cil called to advise with the Church of 
the Pilgrims and Clinton Avenue Con- 
gregationa]l Church in this city. I sus 
tained no relation to the Council, but in 
all its public sessions was in a position 
to obtain the fullest information, and 
hear whatever was said. 

Verbatim reports of the Council’s 
proceedings will have reached you be- 
fore this. I will not attempt, therefore, 
the role of special reporter, but rather 
speak of some of its men and some of 
its features, and its results, 

There were seventy-five churches rep- 
resented by about one hundred pastors 
and delegates, besides which there were 
about ten distinguished ministers with- 
out charge. In additien to all these, 
were Rev. Drs. Storrs and Budington, 
pastors of the churches calling the 
council, and a score or two of clergymen, 
including Dr. Schaff and Dr. Adams,

side with its sister churches in asking 
the Congregational churches of the land 
to come hither to seek to show them the 
way of light and peace; still, as their 
consenting to do so would not have 
made it a mutual council in the techni- 
cal sense, so their declining to J so can- 
not make it an ex parte council in any 
sense. I submit, further, «hat this view 
of the case precludes all necessity of in- 
quiry as to any minor and subordinate 
steps and events—as to what specifically 
has beer asked and what refused by 
either church. Interesting in itself, and 
having its own importance as revealing 
the animus of the parties, such an in- 
quiry could offer no result to impair the 
right of this body to assemble and to 
act. That right is found in the invita- 
tion of the Church of the Pilgrims and 
of that on Clinton Avenue, and in the 
action of the churches invited by it in 
response to the same. So that, as a 
quorum of the body has reported itself, 
this Council has by Congregational 
principles and usage a fixed, incontest- 
ible and perfectly legitimate existence, 
and is ready at once to advance to the 
Work before it, as set forth in the points 
of the Letter Missive which has created 
and which must. control it.” _

Working and Praying—an Elestion. 


The temperance question has shaken

Union prayer-meetings were held, 
and last Wednesday evening a full 
temperance ticket was formed, the 
pastors pledging themselves to go to 
the polls on election day, and to work 
there until they were closed, while the 
ladies Organized a prayer-meeting to 
be held as near at hand as possible. 
This programme was carried out in 
spirit and letter, From the opening 
until tlt close of the polls Monday, 
the gentlemen in white neckerchiefs 
were as busy as bees at the polls, and 
Within sound of their voices, from ten 
to eleven in the forenoon, and from 
three to four in the afternoon, could 
be heard the singing and praying of 


_the fervent crusaders. The contest 
“was violent, and was continued until 


the last ballot was deposited.

CampnoR.—The camphor of com- 
merce comes from Formosa, Sumatra, 
Borneo, Japan and China. It is ob- 
tained in crystalline masses already 
formed, and also in grains by distilla- 
tion. The tree which produces the for- 
mer kind grows on the Diri Mountains 
in Sumatra, and in Borneo. It towers 
upward more than a hundred feet, and 
has been known to attain a girth of 
fifty feet. The) spirited persuasion of 
the axe draws from this forest monster 
the white treasures secreted in the lon- 
gitudinal fissures in its heart wood ; 
sometimes, though rarely, in a layer as 
large as a man’s arm, but more frequent- 
ly in small fragments, to be carefully 
extracted by some sharp-pointed instru- 
ment. It is not an abundant bearer. 
Twenty pounds are a yield for a great 
tree ; ten pounds are a good harvest from 
one of medium size, and many are felled 
and split that furnish no camphor. 
This, however, is not an entire waste, 
since the wood is easily worked, and is 
never attacked by the voracious myriads 
of Eastern insects, which destroy all 
other varieties except the teak and 


made from it, besides many articles of 
furniture. This kind of camphor seldom 
finds its way to Eufdpe and America. 
The Chinese ascribe to it marvelous 
medicinal properties, and pay for it 
enormous sums, thereby securing the 
entire yield.

“Selected Miscellany. 


The Spring season son for building does not 
open in a lively manner. Capitalists and 
owners Of lots are unwilling to venture much 
‘n brick and mortar, while money continues 
to be scarce and workmen manifest no dis- | 
position to allow the price of labor to be cut 
down in accordance with the demands of 
the times. The laboring class seem to pre- 
fer the chance of coming to the soup-house, 
rather than submit to a reduction, and cap- 
talists seem to be afraid of a strike in any 
event. Itis to be regretted that this mu- 
tual distrust between employer and employ- 
ed exists, because so long 4s it continues, 
houses will be scarce and rents will be high. 

Building is not brisk this year, nor is 
there an immediate prospect that the busi- 
ness will be bettered immediately. The 
rest and inactivity of the real estate market, 
consequent upon the financial condition of 
the country, has something to do with the 
situation, but very much is due also to the 
uncertainty of the labor market. A com- 
parison of the building operations in this 
city, from January 18th to April, with the 
corresponding period of 1873, will show a 
decrease of about seventeen per cent. in new 
buildings. Buildings in course of erection 
have progressed very slowly. Many houses 
have stood for months awaiting com- 
pletion, and have suffered by the delay. 
There seems to be an increasing disposition 
to build, but it is coupled with a timidity 
that presents no very hopeful future. 

It cannot be denied that ths real sorce of 
vexation is the labor question. The em- 
ployers have already suggested a return to 
the ten hour plan, but the Trades Unions 
do not like it, and will probably risk it at any 
cost. The cost in that case may be a loss 
of work, and starvation. The master car- 
penters have set a good example by holding 
a meeting and passing resolutions to return 
to the ten-hour system, but the other trades 
have not yet expressed an opinion on the 
point. High wages and eight hours will 
kill the building interest this Summer. The- 


employers profess their willingness to pay | 


a good workman the best wages that the 
market affords. But they will not pay the 
same to an inferior workman. It is here 
that the two contracting parties clash. Un- 
til this principle is settled, the building 
interest will languish. Contractors say 
unanimously, that if the Trades Unions are 
to dictate, this Summer, the character and 
extent of the work they are to perform, | 
then they, (the contractors) will suspend 
operations indefinitely —[ N. Y. Spectator. 


The University. 


The adoption by the Regents of the new 
register reported by the Advisory Commit- 
tee, makes some radical changes in the 
course of study to be hereafter pursued at 
the University, and such changes as will 
meet the warm approval of the people of 
the State generally. The Regents have 
come to understand that a thoroughly prac- 
tical University is what is wanted, and have 
arranged things in a way that will produce 
the desired result. By the new arrange- 
ment, the Professors are divided into two 
Faculties—the Faculty of Science and the 
Faculty of Letters. The latter will main- 
tain two courses of instruction ; one corres- 
ponding with the usual classical college, 
and one in which special prominence shall 
be given to the modern lauguages and lit- 
erature. The Faculty of Science are to 
maintain the five Colleges originally pro- 
vided for by law. By this change the Col- 
lege of Agriculture will become something 
more than a name, and the College of 
Mining, dropped in the register of last 
year, and which never has had an existence, 
will be born in reality. We have not space 
to particularize all the improvements that 
the new register makes, but it is quite evi- 
dent that Agriculture and Mining are to be 
taught in such a manner hereafter as will 
produce practical and scientific farmers 
and miners—what California needs most, 
and for which her University was specially 
endowed. 


Does ‘‘Drumming” Pay ? 


There is just now a warm discussion, 
especially among dry goods jobbers, relative 
to the value of “drummers,” and looking 
toward breaking up the drumming system 
altogether. Several of our largest houses 
will send no salesmen out this season. 
They propose to make prices low, send out 
occasional samples, and make the buyer feel 
the real necessity of coming himself to mar- 
ket and canvassing the trade. The pres- 
ent condition of the interior trade shows 
too plainly the evils of buying wholly from 
road samples. Many who have been wholly 
dependent on drummers for goods are now 
asking for extensions, and, in too many 
cases, have in stock goods difficult to move 
The salesman drumming through the coun- 
try is often too apt to consider the customer 
and not his employer. Anxiety to send 
home good full orders often induces him to 


me some important fact that might cur- 
tail his patron’s credit, because it would 
reduce the sum total of sales, and might 
displease the customer. Thus the customer 
gets overloaded, and at settling day falls

The time of excursions and picnics 
has come. Fora month we shall hear 
of almost nothing else. Every sort of 
literary, military, social, benevolent, 
educational, and national organization 
must have its celebration in this manner, 
and from the nature of our climate they 
all wish to have them about the same 
time of the year. They seem to be a 
necessary evil. We wish they could be 
avoided. We pity our more rural cities 
and towns, especially the three or four 
to which most of the excursionists and 
picnic parties go. The worst feature is 
the Sunday feature. It is bad enough 
to have great crowds precipitated upon 
a community during the’secular days of 
the’ week, even though they be pretty 
well behaved; but when Sunday comes 
it is awful. The hoodlum element and 
the noisy element dominate the societies 
that take Sunday for their excursions 
and celebrations. They make the day 
one of anxiety and alarm, if they do not 
make it hideous, wherever they go. Peo- 
ple living within the vicinity of the rec- 
reation grounds must watch their gar- 
dens, orchards, yards, and houses, or 
consent to have them despoiled. Is 
there no such thing as saving our most 
beautiful retreats and suburban towns 
from the incursions of Sunday Goths 
and vandals from the city ? 


After making not a few mistakes’and 
several bad appointments, President 
Grant has restored himself to popular 
favor by his veto of the “ Inflation Bill.” 
He does not think there was really much 
inflation in the bill, but he was opposed 
to all there was. He shows himself 
consistent with his record, and able to 
resist the wishes and sentiments of some 
of his most zealous friends. There is no 
hope of any further expansion of the 
currency. There is really no need of it. 
There should be contraction if anything. 
And the aim should be to get so far to- 
ward specie payments as to bring cur- 
rency within three per cent. of gold, 
That difference might be tolerated. 


The New York Evening Mail says: 
“Rev. M. R. Vincent recently stated, 
in @ sermon, that when our government 
was about to trade off Oregon to the 
British in return for a Newfoundland 
fishing station, the bargain was upset’ by 
@ missionary named Whitman, who con- 
vinced Daniel Webster of the unwisdom 
of the proposed action and thereby saved 
to us the whole Northern Pacific coast.” 
Yes, that is so. Dr. Whitman crossed 
the continent in mid-winter to do it, 
thereby showing that the mountains were 
not impassable barriers of snow. Dr. 
Whitman and wife were afterward mur- 
dered by Indians, who were instigated 
thereto by certain Roman Catholic 
priests, that afterwards gota false re- 
port of the transaction into a document 
prepared for our government, It took 


long years to get that falséhood correct- 
e*, and to get the services of Dr. Whit 
in recognized and appreciated. 


;querable moral enthusiasm. 


Now that the educational department 
of Japan has been thoroughly systema- 
tized, embracing common schools and 
high schools in various parts of the em- 
pire, and a university with a long roll 
of professors has been established at 
Yedo, the authorities give notice that 
after June Ist, no appropriations will be 
made for supporting scholors in foreign 
countries. If any decide to remain 
away from Japan, they must thereafter 
pay their ownexpenses. Itis stated that 
about three hundred in all have been 
studying in the United States, most of 
whom must soon take their departure 
for home. It is to be hoped that a score 
or two of these young men will remain, 
nevertheless, supported by their friends, 
and go through a thoroughly American 
course of liberal studies, and become 
fully imbued with American ideas, as 
well as nicely conversant with the Eng- 
lish language and literature. By taking 
our literature and language, Japan will 
beneficently revolutionize itself. 


The Hon. R. B. Elliott, colored mem- 
ber of Congress from South Carolina, 
has recently pronounced a eulogy on 
Senator Sumner before the colored peo- 
ple of Boston. From a report of his 
speech published in the Boston News we 
make the following extract: ‘* As his 
lite was wholly consecrated to Duty, so 
his death was wanting in no element of 
moral grandeur. He fell with armor 
on, with face still inflexibly turned to- 
wards present duty, fronting eternity 
with the simple. trust which God gives 
to his faithful servant. With no vague 
dread or anxiety concerning the future, 
he bore his earthly cares and duties to 
the threshold of eternity, and laid down 
the burdens of life only at the feet of 
his Divine Master. The blessings of the 
poor are his laurels. One sacred thought 
+-Duty—presided over his life, inspiring 
him in youth, guiding him in manhood, 
strengthening him in age. Le it ours to 
walk by the light of this pure example.

The Assassination of Stephens. 


(The following letter is the is the first received from Mex- 
ico since the death of Mr. Ste — We copy from 
the original directed to Sec. Clark, of Boston. |} 


It becomes our painful duty to in- 
form you more particularly of the un- 
timely and cruel death of our beloved 
brother, Mr. Stephens. As you were in- 
formed, he left Guadalajara, Dec. 2d, 
1873, to station himself in Ahualulco, a 
town about sixty miles from here. The 
inducements that led him to go there 
were many—Ahualulco being one of 
the most liberal towns in the state of 
Jalisco, and also a center from which 
many other towns of some importance 
could be reached; and above all, the 
brethren there, some of whom had read 
the bible for years, urgently invited him 
to come and teach them the christian 
doctrine. For three months he labored 
with success far beyond our most san- 
guine expectations, winning many souls 
to the “ truth as it isin Jesus.” He had 
gained through his labors of love the 
favor of the majority of the people of 
Ahualuleo. 

This grand success infuriated the Cura, 
and the day before Mr. Stephens’ death, 
he preached a most exciting sermon to 
the numerous Indians that gathered 
there from the various ranches and pue- 
blos near Abualulco, in which he said: 
“ It is necessary to cut down even to the 
roots the tree that bears bad fruit; you 
may interpret these words as you wish.” 

And on March 2d, at one o’clock in 
the morning, @ mob of over two hun- 
dred mén, armed’ muskets, axes, 
clubs, and swords, approached the house 
where Mr. Stephens lived, crying, ‘‘Long 
live the religion! Long live the Senor 
Cura! Death to the Protestants.” The 
house which dear Stephens occupied was 
fronting the public plaza, and like nearly 
all the houses here, had a large open 
square in the cen er into which Stephens 
and the other two men made their way; 
and. when they saw that the mob within 
a few moments would enter this square, 
}Mr. Stephens and one of the men, An- 
dres, fled to the back yard, seeking there, 
& place of shel Here they separated 
Stephens takipg 4 pair of stairs that led. 
up to a hay loft, and the other making 
his escape almost miraculously by climb- 
ing over the wall and letting himself 
down among the ruins of an old house, 
from which he made his way unseen 
by the mob, to the mountains. 

Mr. Stephens had been in the hay loft 
but a. few moments wh e furious 
throng ‘entered, and, séeing 
soldiers, he ran to meet them thinking iF 
they had come to his help, and when he 


they replied, “ they come, they come!” 
and at the same time soldiers and others 
discharged their muskets and other fire- 
arms on our beloved brother, killing him 
instantly. One shot entered: his eye, 
and several his breast, and as soon as 
the villains reached him they used their 
swords, cutting his head literally to 
pieces, and it is said, they even took 
sticks and scraped some of the brains 
out of bis head, It was not enough for 
these ferocious assassins to take his life 
and commit these barbarities on the dead 
body, but they afterward robbed him of 
every thing he had on, and every thing 
he had in the house. They took all his 
books and burned them in the public 
plaza, and his small English Bible, which 
was in the dear martyr’s hand when he 
died, shared the same fate ; and lest the 
awful crime. should fail in barbarity, 
they entered the church and announced 
the blasphemous deed well done, by ring- 
ing twice a merry peal of bells. 

We are left to weep and mourn the 
loss of one so dearly beloved, but his 
tears have all been wiped away. Steph- 
ens, the proto-martyr from among us, 
doubtless ere this has been welcomed 
by Stephen the proto-martyr from among 
the disciples of old, into the company of 
those that have laid down their lives for 
Christ’s sake ; and our brother now with 
them, wears his crown in glory, the 
crown that belongs to the martyrs alone, 
“the crown that fadeth not away.” 

It was an absolute impossibility to 
bring the body to Guadalajara on ac- 
count of the great heat and the inse- 
curity of the roads; so he was secretly 
buried by night by five of the brethren. 

The Governor sent three hundred sol- 
diers to Ahualuleco on Monday, the day 
the deed was committed, and they are 
there still, as from thirty to forty men 
who were in the mob, together with the 
Cura, are being tried. The Cura’s life 
will probably be saved, notwithstanding 
that he was virtually the author of the 
crime. ‘The plan was, I believe, to as- 
sassinate me at the same time as Mr. 
Stephens. The man appointed to take 
my life came to the house on Sunday, the 
Ist. When I saw the man I suspected 
him, and took special precaution, so he 
failed to carry out his evil designs. 

We are at present in great danger. 
It is said that the priests have bands of 
thieves and robbers in different parts, 
numbering from one hundred to five 
hundred men, and are doing all in their 
power to bring about a revolution. The 
authorities have placed a policeman in 
our house, and another on the outside as 
special watch. The whole intent of the 
priests is on killing us, and our Heaven- 
ly Father only knows what may occur 
before this reaches you. We cast all 
our care upon Him, for he careth for us.

P.S. I should have also informed you 
that one of Mr. Stephens’ converts was 
also taken by force from the house and 
assassinated in the public street.

The Temperance Movement. 


There is @ seed-time and harvest in 
the moral, as in the physical world. 
There are strong indications of a general 
wave-action through all nature—excite- 
ments arise at times, not so much be- 
cause of an extra effort to produce them, 
at that time, as that the way is made 
clear for them by the absence of other 
more exciting topics; and they break 
out, with great fury, like a fire, long 
smothered. 

The great moral questions that have 
agitated the public mind in the United 
States, have all followed the same rule 
of action. Patient work for years was 
expended on the slavery question before 
much general excitement took place. 
Only a few took part at first, and they 
labored for many years in comparative 
obscurity, before the lull in all other 
absorbing topics made way for a general 
arousing on that subject. 

At the present time, the only excite- 
ment in the United States, on any ‘sub- 
ject, is on the temperance question. All 
else moves quietly on unnoticed. The 
public mind cannot any more rest, for 
any gteat length oF time, without .ex- 
citement, than can‘ the ocean remain 
without waves, 

In all questions that involve’ moral 
action, it is the haryest time of the year. 
The devastations of alcoholic drinks 
are now noticed and recorded, when six 
months since they might have passed | 
unheeded. ‘Yet they are little greater 
now than then: Great fires raged in 
the northwest not long since; forests 

were destroyed like stubble ; farms left 
without ‘improveménts or inhabitants | 
tewns, and even cities nearly consumed;

A few women in Ohio, driven to des- 
peration by the inroads alcohol was mak- 
ing and had madé on their own fami- 
lies, started out with the somewhat 
novel idea of appealing to God and the 
liquor sellers through prayer; and the 
field being all ripe for the sickle, they 
reapt a bountiful harvest. This led 
to a general uprising all over the United 
States among the friends of temperance, 
and added many new workers to their 
force. 

This shows us that this is a propitious 
time for effort. We can accomplish 
more now in a month, than heretofore in 
a year. This will not always last. The 
iron will not always remain at the white 
heat. Hence, it becomes all christians 
and lovers of our race, to arouse to 
action, while action can be made to tell, 
and victory is within our reach. 

Wishing the temperance work success 
does not give what is desired: there 
must be action. Constant, persistent, 
united action, is the only thing that can 
insure success to the temperande cause. 

The State Temperance Alliance con- 
venes on the last day of April, at the 
city of San Francisco, to hold its first 
annual meeting. This Alliance is the 
first effort made in California to com- 
bine the temperance elements of the 
state, and carry the question into politi- 
cal action. Organized but imperfectly, 
as yet, still it had much to do in giving 
the state the “ Local Option ” law, by 
which the question of “ license” or “ no 
license,” has been referred to the people 
of each township, city, or incorporated 
town, for them to say, by their vote, 
whether a license shall be granted to 
sell intoxicating liquors in their midst 
or not, 

This Alliance deserves the cordial and 
hearty support of all who put more 
value on the moral well-being of our 
race, than upon the profits of trahe ; and 
should, most certainly, be supported by 
the combined christian church. 

The churches of all denominations 
are coming out nobly to the aid of the 
temperance work, and as the strength 
of all is needed, it is hoped that at the 
coming annual meeting of the Alliance, 
all the churches and Sunday-schools, as 
well as the temperance organizations, 
will be represented by delegates. The 
times are so propitious that we cannot 
delay action. It is particularly hoped 
that churches of all denominations will 
find it convenient to be present.and giv 
their counsel in making more perfect 
the organization of the Alliance. _ 1.

Still, there 
are more than a few who make out the 
argument which I have sketched ; and 
not a few of the remainder, who would 
ask, “ What harm do I get from this 
free and familiar association with the 
lights and shadows of the natural 
world ?” 

The harm is, that they absorb the ar- 
dor of the soul that ought to burn toward 
God himself. Toying with nature in 
this sort of caressing fellowship, she is 
the object of your devotion. You do not 
kneel on the mountain’s brow, or in the 
grove, to offer a prayer to the unseen One. 
There is a kind of goodish feeling comes 


-over you, the fret of harsh contacts with 


cares and with men is delayed, the storm 
of passion seems to die ont; and you 
may fancy that you are in quite a reli- 
gious state of mind—entertain the com- 
placent consciousness that you touch a 
higher life. But it is a goodness that 
has nothing to say to God. It has no 
longing for him ; it is contented with it- 
self; it does not call upon him; it utters 
neither penitence nor thanksgiving in, 
his ear. 

This sort of Sabbath keeping does not 
advance the soul in self-knowledge. The 
unrufiied pool, the clear fountain, give 
back the reflection of the face; but 
there is no mirror in all the chambers of 
nature that reveals the features of the 
soul and shows its departure from purity 
and right, Only the standard of the 
divine law, applied by the divine Spirit, 
convicts us of sin, and shows our need 
of pardon and cleansing. 

No genuine reformation of heart and 
of life is wrought by this natural minis- 
try. Such a change must be preceded 
by the sorrow of self-condemnation, and 
the soothing influences of nature do not 
inflict this wholesome pain. 

The more we practice for ourselves 
and recommend to others this type of 
natural religion, the less we fix attention 
upon the word of God, whether con- 
ceived as law or as gospel. Our own 
thoughts and the thoughts of men, we 
turn away from the volume of truth 
and grace. Virtually we say, God need 
not have speken by Moses, or Christ, or 
Paul, since he speaks so eloquently and 
so comfortably in tlie seasons and by 
the elements. Absorbed with the sun- 
light and the starlight, and the splendor 
and softness of their reflections from 
snowy sierras and crystal lakes, we cast 
into “shade the lights of revelation, and 
the lamps of the gospel. We make the 
brightest display of God’s goodness nat- 
ural, not spiritual ;: that which appeals to 
the fascinated senses, not that which of- 
fers pardon and peace to the burdened 
and self-accusing spirit. Let all men 
follow in your footsteps, rambling from 
sun tosun amid verdure and flowers, 
rand the great story of redemption is for- 
ever unspoken and unheard. You retain 
God divinely as a creator and natural 
provider, but for yourself and for the 
world, you lose him as a law-giver, a 
Saviour, and a sanctifier.

vast Sierras, snow-crowned, bounding the 
eastward view for at least a hundred 
miles from north to south —where could 
one find beauty and grandeur more aptly 
combined, or presented in such varied 
forms? In a few weeks the road will 
be completed and operied to the public. 
It is necessarily somewhat heavy in its 
grade, but it is well made, smooth, with 
few sharp curves, and running quite to 
the topmost peak. It has cost about 
910,000. A good hotel is to be built at 
once, and until its completion, the toll- 
house will be made to afford comfort- 
able accommodations. It would seem 
that few, if any, of the shorter trips from 
San Francisco, could be so rewarding as 
this one will be.

Pluck is the appropriate and very expressive 
name of a pair of Chromos published by J. F. 
Ryder, Cleveland, Ohio, which are on exhibition 
at Sanborn & Vail’s Art Gallery, 719 Market 
street, They are very accurate copies of a’most 
amusing incident. -Pluck No 1 represents a dog 
hicthed up to a wagon, in which are seated two 
children. The older is a boy and the driver, 


The reins are twisted around his wrists, his mouth 
is tightly compressed, and his eyes flash fire. 
The other child is the picture of fright and hope- 
less misery. ‘The cause of this disturbance is the 
velocity at which the dog is going. He has 
sighted a hare and is in full pursuit, unmindful 
of the wagon and its precious freight. At the 
time the artist makes us acquainted with the 
group, the wagon is clearing a pile of stone, the 
hind end standing almost straight in the air, and 
back of it is a third child, a chubby boy in his 
night-gown, who having been engaged in the la- 
borious duty of footman, and discharged by the 
shock at the’stone pile, is now turning a revo- 
lution in the-air and preparing to descend on the 
back of his head. Pluck No. 2 represents the 
hare in the panting and steaming jaws of the 
dog. He has cleared an immense log, and hug- 
ging this log with all the eloquence of his stom- 
ach is the brave driver, with a tight hold of the 
reins. ‘The wrecked box of the wagon, with the 
girl passenger flat on her back, and astonished 
beyond measure at the resuit, lays partly on the 
log ; the hind wheels are dismantled in the rear, 
and the forward wheels lifted by the thills are 
poised above the dog’s back. In the distance is 
the footman “legging”’ it for the house. We do 
not believe we ever saw a more expressive scene 
than is portrayed in these chromos, and the more 
one studies the pictures the more amusing they be- 
come.

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The Place for Immigrants. 

Recently published statistics show that 
in the Middle and Western States alone 
there are 156,000,000 acres more of unim- 
proved than of improved land. In contem- 
plation of this fact, one wonders that mil- 
lions of poor, and frequently unemployed, 
men with families depending upon them for 
support, continue to crowd the towns and 
cities of the country. Continued effort, 
coupled with a reasonable self-denial, would 
enable most of them in a year or two to emi- 
grate to these uncultivated acres, and there 
build for themselves and those looking to 
them for a livelihood comfortable ‘houses 
surrounded with plenty. 

It is a pity that the average poor man of 
the city is not imbued with more of the 
usual condemned rolling-stone propensity. 
At the worst, it is better to be a “ Pike,” 
and roam aimlessly over the continent seek- 
ing an abiding place that is not recognised 
when found, than to grovel in a close, un- 
healthy quarter of a city. If a bare sub- 
sistence is all that a man can earn, by the 
exercise of his best endeavors, it is surely 
better to get it in the open air, than within 
the walls of some greasy factory. 

There is another class, however, that 
shows even a greater want of enterprise. 
We refer to men of small capital, who hug 
the cities and engage in poorly remunerative 
mercantile pursuits. If the same amount 
of energy that these men commonly display 
were properly directed, a very few years 
would place them in positions of compara- 
tive opulence and unmeasurably improved 
comfort. 

The southern part of this State, for exam- 
ple, holds out inducements to men of mod- 
erate means, stronger, we believe, than 
any part ofthe country. Land may be chea- 
per in the States and Territories bordering 
on the Missouri, and it is quite true that 
they may be more easily reached by the 
immigrant from the Eastern States, but 
these advantages weigh little against the 
climate of our State, and the great variety 
of its productions. 

In Kansas or Nebraska, stock raising 
is about the only pursuit that the settler 
can profitably follow, the distance from 
market being so great that raising grain 
would be without profit. In Southern Cal- 
ifornia, on the other hand, there is no limit 
to the number and variety of occupations 
open to the immigrant. The mildness of 
the climate does not compel him to erect 
buildings for the protection of his live stock, 
and his own habitation need cost him little. 

To the man with a few thousand dollars, 
a home and profitable business are surely 
there. Hemay raise stock ; the castor bean 
and olive are easily produced ; bees afford 
a large and certain profit ; even the silk worm 
is a good investment, if you may believe 
the recent accounts from Los Angeles. 
Fruit raising in that region is one of the 
most profitable of employments ; tobacco 
and ramie are being cultivated with wonder- 
fulsuccess. That we may not be suspected 
of drawing a fancy picture, we submit some 
figures. 

A few weeks since we published in the 
REPORTER an account of how a gentleman 
at Gilroy leased thirty acres of land, set it 
out in tobacco, and, with the assistance of 
two Chinamen, cleared $10,000 upon the 
crop. All his experience was gained in a 
year’s work at the Culp factory. A recently 
published paper in the “ Overland Monthly ” 
has the following corroborative facts con- 

cerning orange culture. “ Seedling orange- 
trees rarely bear fruit until seven years old, 
frequently not until eight years old. As a 
rule, the first crop is sufficient to pay all 
current expenses. The second crop will 
give a fair profit, while the third crop—worth 
at, say, $15 to $25 per 1,000, $10 per tree— 
is enough to pay back all the principal in- 
vested, allowing that nothing has been real- 
ized in the meantime from the space between 
the rows. Orange trees 15 years old will 
bear from 1,000 to 2,000 oranges, netting the 
fortunate owner from $20 to $25 per tree, 
or $1,000 to $2,000 per acre. The Los 
Angeles and San Gabriel valleys, in Los 
Angeles County, afford ample proof of the 
truthfulness of these assertions. From his 
orange-grove of seven acres, Mr. Wilson 
nets $2,000 per acre per annum. The fair 
owner of the Wolfskill orchard, covering 
an area of about 30 acres, ?s reputed to net 
from the orange-crop from $45,000 to $50,- 
©00 per annum. Mr. L. J. Rose, of Sun- 
nyslope, who has an avenue half a mile in 
length, leading from the county road to the 
door of his residence, lined on each side 
with a double row of orange trees, five hun- 
dred of which are now bearing, sold the 
crop of 1872-3 for $30 per 1,000 which aggre- 
gated about $15,000. The trees in San 
Gabriel Mission orchard yield from 2,000 
to 3,000 oranges per tree per annum, which 
sell readily for the highest price in the mar- 
ket. ” 

Facts like these, as we have said, cause 
one to wonder that men of undoubted energy 
will struggle along in the city, scarcely hold- 
ing their own at best. There is a wide 
field here for men of brains and business 
capacity, and they should not hold back 
until it is too late—Real Estate Reporter. 


If the Oregonians, generally, take no more 
interest in industrial affairs than the “ Bulletin,”

Although real estate is a little dull, there 
can be no complaint about building.

As an indication of the num- 
ber of large buildings under way and in 
prospect, a visit to the various foundries 
shows them all busy on building materials. 
Improvement is contagious, and hence it is 
the architects have their hands full. 


The “ Bakersfield Courier” has the follow- 
ing, which we think of republishing for the 
benefit of people endeavoring to beautify their 
grounds: We were shown by Judge Colby, 
the other day, his operations in arboriculture. 
What attracted our attention more particularly 
is his ingenious way of irrigating trees. He 
does not claim it as an original idea of his own, 
but it is the first time we have seen it practiced. 
He nails four boards, six inches in width, to- 


gether, making a square tube three feet, or 
thereabouts, in length. This is inserted in the 
ay nearly its full length, a foot or two 
rom the tree, and when it requires water it is 
put into this receptacle, which conveys it just 
where needed, down among the roots. The ad- 
vantage of this method is obvious to everyone 
who has attempted to grow trees. Water ap- 
plied on the surface causes the ground to bake 
and the tree is sometimes killed by this cause. 
Bot at best, trees watered in this way lead-a 
sickly existence in the early stages of their 
growth. ‘Theground being wet on the surface 
and dry beneath, the roots instead of going 
downward as they ought , seek the surface, not 
being encouraged, as by Judge Colby’s method, 
to seek the sources of perennial moisture. His 
method of irrigating trees commends itself in 
every way. ‘The earth round the tree, which is 
very essential to its growth, is always loose and 
mellow, and when water is applied it is done in 
a way that results in an unmixed benefit. The 
roots are encouraged to grow in the direction 
where sustenance is soonest found for the tree. 
A gallon of water applied in this way is worth 
an hundred in the common method, and prop- 
ably a very few applications the first summer 
after a tree is planted will tide it over the crit- 
ical period of its growth, and place it in a con- 
dition to take care of itself thereafter. A lid 
should be made to close over the top of the tube. 
This method of irrigating trees commends itself 
to the attention of those who wish to improve 
their lots about town.

‘The hop roots in the East are bad- 
ly diseased, and hop growers have been import- 
ing roots for transplanting from Germany. 
The California roots are superior to those of 
the foreign importation, and will bring from $5 
to $10 per bushel——_-A._ Salinas correspondent 
of the ‘‘ Mercury” says that “ perhaps no sea- 
son in the history of Monterey county has been 
so auspicious, and we feel safe in saying that 
there will be double the quantity of grain raised 
this year than at’any former period. “In ref- 
erence to the railroad, the same writer states 
that “ a force of one hundred men—fifty China- 
men and fifty white laborers—will commence 
work on the Narrow Guage Railroad next 
week, two miles this side of Monterey. so that 
by August the Railroad will be completed and 
in running order between here and Monterey, 
and thus save near two hundred thousand dol- 
lars in freight to the people. Of the 15,000 
tons of wheat and barley that is expected to go 
via Monterey, ar 75,000 tons will be 
shipped by the Southern Pacific. 

The Napa “ Reporter” wants some one to 
start a woolen factory in that town, and says: | 
These woolen mills should be started, if only to 
give an impetus to manufacturing in this place, 
so favorable to their establishment. The ad- 
vantages that we possess are certain to claim 
the attention due them, and it only needs the 
development of our facilities, by our own citi- 
zens, in order to draw the attention of forei 
capital to the natural inducements offered in 
this line of business. Again we say, Wake up,

This is all very true and well, bnt the“ Repor- 
ter” should remember that “ foreign capital” 
would give more heed to the practical, detailed 
statement of Napa’sadvantages as a wool man- 
ufacturing town, than to general gush and ex- 
hortation. We make this hint with the ho 
of no other reward than that.of drawing the 
attention of the “ ter,” and a great mauy 
other interior journals, to the fondness of capi- 
tal, foreign and otherwise, for facts.

French Coffee. 


This is reputed the best in the world; and a 
thousand voices have asked. What is it about 
the French coffee? In the first place, then, 
the French coffee is coffee, and not chicory, or 
rye, or beans, or peas. In the second place, it 
is freshly roasted, whenever made—roasted 
with great care and evenness in a little revolv- 
ing cylinder, which makes a part of the furni- 
ture of every kitchen, and which keeps in the 
aroma of the berry. 

It is never overdone, so as to destroy the cof- 
fee flavor, which is in nine cases out of ten the 
fault of the coffee we meet with. Then it is 
ground and placed in a coffee-pot with a filter 
through which, when it has yielded up its life 
to the boiling water poured upon it, the deli- 
cious extract percolates in clear drops, the cof- 
fee-pot standing on a heated stove to maintain 
the temperature. ‘The nose of the coffee-pot 
is stopped up to prevent the escape of the 
aroma during the process. The extract thus 
obtained is a perfectly clear, dark fluid, known 
as cafe noir or black coffee. It is.black only 
because of its strength, being in fact almost 
the very essential oil of coffee. A tablespoon- 
ful of this in boiled milk would make what is 
ordinarily called a strong cup of coffee. 

The boiled milk is prepared with no less 
care. It must be fresh and new, not merely 
warmed or even brought to the boiling point, 
but slowly simmered till it atthins a thick 
creamy richness. ‘The coffee mixed with this, 
and sweetened with the sparkling beet-root 
sugar which ornaments a French table, is the 
celebrated cafe-au-lait, the name of which has 
gone round the world. 

The art of fancy cooking is better understood 
in America than the art of common cooking. 
There are more women who know how to 
make good cake than good bread—more who 
can furnish you with a good ice cream than a 
well-cooked mutton chop ; a fair charlotte-russe 
is easier to gain than a perfect cup of coffee ; 
and you shall find a sparkling jelly to your des- 
sert, where you sigh in vain for so simple a lux- 
ury as a well-cooked potato.—Housekeeper’s 
Manual. 


The Crops. 


There is no doubt now about the crops. 
No more rain is needed to mature them. 
Not one section of the State has had rea- 
son to’ complain of the lack of moisture. 
Even San Joaquin Valley has had enough, 
its whole length having come in for a good 
share of the last rain. 
the State Board of Agriculture reports to 
the Deparment of Agriculture at Washing- 
ton that the prospects are favorable for 40,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat. The fruit crop 
also gives unusual promise, though some- 
what late. It is believed that the grape 
crop will this year be the heaviest ever 
known in the State. Altogether, it is evi- 
dent that the agricultural interests have 
never had a more satisfactory year than this. 
And not in this Statealone. It is stated, 
by the Department, that no winter has been 
SO propitious for the whole country since 
the system of reporting the crops was or- 
ganized. Throughout the South the growth 
is vigorous. In the Middle States,- the 
weather since the middle of last month has 
been somewhat unfavorable, but for all that 
the prospects are reported as flattering. 
In the Ohio Valley, the farmers are jubilant 
over the condition of the crops, and from 
all quarters the reports go to show that a 
year of extraordinary prosperity is at hand. 


Fish as Brain-Food. 


_ The idea that a fish diet, or, at least, the 
frequent use of fish as diet, is promotive of 
brain-power, seems to be growing ; and the 
philosophy of it is said to be that the phos- 
phorus contained in the fish acts benefic- 
ially on the brain. Looking at what we call 
the lower class of animals, it is true that a 
very considerable amount of intellect is to 
be observed in those that feed exclusively 
on fish. Learned seals are very common 
accessories to shows. Of.all wild creat- 
ures the otter is one of the most intelligent 
and easily domesticated ; and, with regard 
to the feathered race, wonderful stories are 
told about the instincts of storks and other 
birds that feed upon fish. It does not ap- 
pear to have been satisfactorily demonstrat- 


ed however, that intellect is much developed | 


in the human race by frequent use of a fish 
diet. To arrive at a conclusion respecting 
this, it would be necessary to obtain trust- 
worthy statistics with regard to the mental 
powers of Laplanders, light-house keepers, 
fasters in Lent, and others who live much 
upon fish. Our own observation is that 


those who live much upon fish—as, for ex- 
ample, the inhabitants of fishing-villages— 
are not specially distinguished for mental 


vigor, though their animal power cannot 
be quéstioned.

of New York, for $10,000 on the 18th 
day of August, 1873, paying thereon 
$141.70, being the amount of one semi- 
annualpremium. December 20th, 1873 
he died. March 11, 1874, the Society 
paid to Mrs Mitcheli, his widow, the 
sum of $9,858.30, the amount deducted 
from the face of the note being the de- 
ferred semi-annual premium. By this 
wise provision, made only four months 
previous to his death, Mr. Mitchell 
leaves his wife in circumstances beyond 
the reach of want.—Jndianapolis Senti-
